Sturgis was arrested Monday night 
and accused of trying to frighten ex- 
spy Marita Lorenz Into changing testi- 
mony in which she purportedly identi- 
fied him as a participant in the assas- 
sination of President John P. Ken- 
nedy. 

Alan Broomer, assistant district at- 
torney, maintaining Sturgis made 
death threats against the woman, orig- 
inaUy asked for $100,000 baU for Stur- 
gis. 

After hearing Broomer and Alan 
Goldfarb, Sturgis’ lawyer. Supreme 
Court Justice Walter Gorman reduced 
the amount.
